We also discussed our concern in providing the Select Committees 
material on Presidential findings. McConnell said this would be between 
the Executive Branch and th e. Select Committees b ut as far as the 
Appropriations Committee was concerned, he was quite sui e the.ii 
response would be limited to the fact of compliance with the reporting 
statute and would not include passage of the information covered. He 
said he would talk to Chairman John McClellan (D. , Ark. ) and Senator 
Milton Young (R., N. Dak.) about this. 

7 . LIAISON Bill Hogan, Counsel, House

of the shellfish toxin. 

We also discussed the House Select Committee' s request for 
information concerning the Presidential findings..
